BELLINI’S MUSIC 


Because Bellini ‘emerges among his con- 
temporaries he is: unique as a composer of 
melodies having a typical structure and an 
elegiac and nostalgic sweetness. It is the 
construction of the melody that is new and 
develops ‘without arabesques; it is the ex- 
ression entrusted to the voice and reflected 
by it which points out to the originality of 
the passionate and miserable poet.

He did not take long; to earn 
a chance of meeting Jack. Petersen for 
the British championship, and, appar- 
ently, in America a man does not have 
to possess many qualifications to put him- 
self in line for a world’s heavy-weight 
title. If Doyle possesses genuine ambi- 
tions in the Ring, vow, surely, is his 
time to try and realise them. 


Hockey League Champions 


After only ten years in Leinster senior 
hockey ranks, Pembroke Wanderers have 
attained two of the three honours open to 
them--the Irish Cup and the Leinster 
Senior League. Only the Mills Cup has 
so far eluded them, and it is of less im- 
portance than the other two. Actually, 
the club was only founded in 1921, but a 
ground so convenient as Serpentine 
avenue was bound to attract players, and 
the Irish Junior Cup went there in 1924. 
The following season they entered senior 
ranks, and always did fairly well. In 
195% they captured the Irish Cup. Last 
season they took second place to Trinity 
in the League, and now they have won 
the championship with the fine record of 
three draws and no defeats in twenty 
matches. Considering that Trinity rank 
as the equals of any club in England, 
Pembroke Wanderers’ performance is 
quite remarkable. One of their original 
members, C. J, Little, is still playing on 
the senior team, and a sure sign of strength 
is the fact ‘that no club in Leinster is 
stronger in reserve talent. The juniors

Since the Speaker’s invitation to a 
conference was wrecked by the Tramway 
Company’s refusal to attend, no overt 
effort has been made to end the Dublin 
transport: strike. The folly of the 
stoppage becomes more manifest daily. 
After six weeks the: Company’s finances 
must have received a serious blow. The 
men are suffering cruelly; strike pay is 
far. from magnificent, and any increase 
‘in wages that they may receive even as 
the result of a very favourable agreement 
| will not compensate their losses for many 
years. The citizens in general are the 
worst. sufferers of all. They have been 
put to grave inconvenience, and must 
now face the prospect of an Easter holiday 
ruined by their inability to escape from 
the city in comfort. Is there no possi- 
bility that this foolish, wasteful and un- 
patriotic dispute shall be ended in time 
for Easter? At the moment it seems that 
a complete deadlock has been reached. 
The Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
unless he is willing to eat his words. 
cannot bring the disputing parties nround 
the council table. The Tramway Company 
has set its back to the wall, and refuses 
even to meet the men until they have 
yielded what they regard as a vita) point. 
Yet something must be done; for it is 
clear that the public cannot continue to 
be victimised by a quarrel between a 
private company and its employés. The 
only requisite is that both parties shall 
come together, and shall discuss their 
differences soberly and without evasion. 
Surely there is some person in the Free 
State whose invitation could not be dis- 
regarded by either party: would it not be 
possible, for example, that Dr. Byrne, the 
Archbishop of Dublin, might be willing to 
act as mediator? Unless a serious effort is 
made at once the situation will become 
intolerable, and it will be necessary to 
procure by compulsion the peace which 
cannot be obtained by common-sense and 
concern for the public.

Geneva and Stresa 


It is impossible at this stage to predict 
the result of yesterday’s Council meeting 
of the League of ‘Nations at Geneva; but, 
with Germany in her present temper, 
anything might happen. When Franco 
originally proposed to arraign the 
Germans before the League on a charge 
of unilateral breach of the Versailles 
Treaty by their promulgation of the 
Conscription Law on March 16th sane 
opinion throughout Europe questioned the 
wisdom of the Quai d’Orsay’s course. 
Everybody realised that Germany had 
flouted the and that she had 
thrown down a challenge to the Powers 
that had been victorious in the World 
War. On the other hand, remembering 
the impotence of the League when Italy 
bombarded Corfu, and when Japan made 
an inexcusable war on China, most friends 
of peace took the view that Europe must 
accept Germany’s accomplished fact with 
as good a grace as possible, in the know- 
ledge that she had been transformed from 
a defenceless State into one of the 
strongest nations in the world, and that 
a scolding from Geneva simply would 
to further demonstrations of 


Treaty, 


drive her 


her independence. When the British 
and Italian Premiers met their French 
colleagues at Stresa last week there 


was a general belief that the indictment 
of Germany at Geneva would die a 
natural death, or that, at any 
France’s original plan would be modified 
in such a way as to lessen the dangers 
of a mere worsening of the situation. 
France sought to ‘‘condemn’’ Germany’s 
action; the prophets at Stresa suggested 
that an expression of pious regret 
probably would meet the case in the long 
run. Yesterday’s event, however, proved 
them all to be wrong. It seems that a 
desperate effort was made to secure three 
rapporteurs who would be able to water 
down the French draft resolution 
sufficiently well to satisfy the wishes of 
the realists, and at the same time to meet 
the French requirements. Unhappily, this 
effort failed. M. Laval, after two post- 
ponements of the meeting, proposed his 
resolution in its original form, solemnly 
Germany’s action. He 
supported unconditionally by Sir 
John Simon and Baron Aloisi; and, while 
there may be abstentions when the vote is 
taken to-day, it is likely that the motion 
will be passed, 

The resolution goes farther than a 
formal condemnation of Germany’s 
attitude. It calls for the appointment of 
a committee to investigate the possibilities 
of economic and financial “ sanctions "’ 
in the event of a second offence. Under 
the Covenant of the League of Nations 
such “ sanctions’’ are authorised against 
erring Powers; but, since Germany has 
resigned from the League, and as Japan 
and the United States both are outside 
its orbit, there does not seem to be much 
point in the invocation of penal clauses. 
Effective «ction by Geneva is out of the 
question. The condemnation of Germany 
by the Council of the League may have 
some moral effect; but steps of any other 
kind would be tantamount to war. The 
most interesting feature of the whole pro- 
ceedings is the fact that France is being 
supported by Britain and Italy. Russia, 
doubtless, also will line up: with the 
others, in which case Europe will find 
itself, roughly, in the position that existed 
during the war year. Much—indeed, 
everything—depends on Germany’s next 
step. If her leaders are wise men they 
will realise now that they have alienated 
world opinion, and that, if they continue 
along their present lines of policy, 
Germany’s isolation will be only a matter 
of time. We find it difficult to believe 
that Herr Hitler and his friends want 
another war. He and his most important

The 
remedy for this social wrong could be 
found immediately in the extension of the 
urban boundary. Workers then could 
have homes of the garden village type 
without prejudice to their rule of urban 
responsibilities and privileges. Let 
development, then, be enlightened, lest 
our children have as much to lament as 
England now laments in the jerry-built 
terraces of the dawning century.

Marshal Pétain, who was Commander- 
in-Chief of the French Army in 1917,

They received a telegram {rom the Ger- 
man Finance Minister, dated April 15th, 
to the effect that, in view of the circum- 
stances now prevailing, the coupon im 
question will be served in the same 
manner as previous coupons, namely, by 
an offer of payment in registered marks, 
except as regards all coupons now falling 
under the provisions of special agreements 
or clearing arrangements, whereby the 
holders may receivefat) payment in their 
respective currencies. 

At maturity of previous coupons, the 
trustees were able to pay 50 per cent. 
thereof to all holders pari passu from 
moneys in hand, but since that time no 
further remittances have been received by 
them, 

The trustees have advised the German 
Finance Minister “that: the |. procedtre 
followed is contrary to the obligations 
undertaken in the bond, and they have 
protested against the failure to make, 
through the trustees, full payment in 
foreign currencies to all bondholders. 

The trustees understand that the offer 
of registered marks is being made directly 
to bondholders.

“ When Bevan and | were experimenting,” 
he once said, “ there was no idea of making 
artificial silk stockings.” 

The discovery was made while the two men 
were experimenting with bits of wood. 

A solution was found which was poured 
into a container with a hole in the bottom and 
a cycle pump was used to pull it out through 
the hole like a thread of cotton. A com- 
pany was formed to develop the spinning of 
artificial silk, and this was afterwards 
acquired and developed for the sommercial 
market.

He was in 
sympathy, however, with any effort to im- 
prove the flax industry. 

The solution he saw was by raising the 
yield per acre from 31 to 51 stones, equivalent 
to £7 per acre, by the use of good pedigree 
seed. If they could reduce the price of first 
line seed from 91s. to between 45s. to 50s. 
they would help the farmer more than by a 
subsidy or guaranteed price.

N encouraging message from America 
A was given by the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin (Alderman A. Byrne, T_D.), 
who last night told of the valuable work he 
and his touring companion, Mr; Peter 1, 
Kelly, have done in the principal cities across 
the Atlantic. The two were the guests of 
honour at.a dinner given to celebrate: their 
return by the Free e staff of the Royal 
Liver Friendly Society, in the Gresham Hotel, 
Dublin. . 

I want to tell the 32 counties of Ireland, as 
a whole, said the Lord Mayor, that America 
wants us. Í found that there are as many 
Irishmen in the City of New York as there 
are in Dublin. 1 am told there are more 
Irish people in America to-day than in all 
Ireland. “That is a thing we in this country 
will have to appreciate in the days to come. 
Whatever our action, whatever we say at 
home here, we must remember that greater 
Ireland beyond the seas. - 

I found in America that the Lrish people, 
the descendants of Irish people, and the 
friends of Ireland there, desire more friendly 
relations, if it were possible, with this | 
country. They all wanted to know where they 
would go to buy Irish goods: They complained 
publicly that it was our own fault if we had 
not a greater market there; they suggested a 
big Press campaign to let them know what 
retailers and wholesalers were selling frish 
goods, and the class of goods: Then oar 
friends would support these firms. i 

The position is this: we purchase £2,000,000 

worth of goods from the Gaited States, and 
in return the United States, with its great 
Irish population, purchases, so far as we have 
direct official figures, £122,000 worth from 
us. 
I say this: it is the fault of the indus- 
trialists of this country if that £2,000,000 is 
not made up by the purchase in America 
of Irish goods within the next year or two. 


COMMITTEES FORMED 
We found in New York that they were 
only waiting for a suggestion. We formed 
big committees to continue our work for the 
increase purchase of Imsh goods. We 
visited the big shops there, and found the 
managements most anxious to help us in 
displaying Irish goods, offering to give 
window-space for a week or more for the 
purpose. We formed similar committees aise | 
m Boston and Philadelphia. In Philadelphia 
the local stores gave us guarantees to display 
our goods. 

The President of the United States now has 
special powers for reciprocating in the matter 
oí .trade, by reduci tariffs. for any 
country with which she makes a pact. 
Mr. MacWhite, our Free State repre- 
sentative at Washington, with our other 
representatives, are doing splendid work; 
I think Ireland will benefit considerably at a 
very early date by reciprocal trade tarifis.

Irish; Timber Importers’ Association 
was taken at a sitting of the Prices 
Commission at La Touche Buildings yester- 
day, when the inquiry into the cost of mate- 
rials and appliances used in the building of 
houses was continued. 

Mr. J. P. O’Brien (Chairman) presided, 
and the other members present were :—Mrs. 
M. J. McKean, Senator D. L. Robinson, 
Senator T. Johnson, Mr. Jos. Brennan 
(Irish Public Bodies Mutual Insurance, Ltd.), 
Mr. Jos. Gannon, B.E., B.Sc., M.1I.C.E.1; 
Mr. J. P. Reihill, Mr. L. J. Duffy (Sec., 
Irish Labour Party), and Mr. E. J. Riordan 
(Secretary). 

Before evidence was taken the Chairman 
said that in the public as well as in their 
own interest, it was important that the many 
ramifications of the trade should be made 
known, particularly as the facts would in- 
volve a disclosure that for one of the most 
important elements in the provision of good 
housing they were dependent, almost entirely 
on the foreign sources of supply. 

The cause of the delay in the inquiry could 
not be avoided, for, to discharge scrupulously 
their responsibility in the matter of vindi- 
eating the reasonableness or otherwise of 
prices they had to seek information of a 
very detailed and complex character, and 
they had accordingly to give every oppor- 
tunity for the preparation of the relevant 
statements of accounts. In the main they 
were being met very satisfactorily by the firms

to such elements as the timber trade) they 
recognised that comparatively long delays 
were inevitable. They had, however, to 
drawn attention to undue delays om the part 
of some interests, and to point out that they 
might be compelled to adopt the undesirable 
method of proceeding with the public sec- 
tion of their inquiry by eliciting through 
question and answer information which, 
in everybody’s interests, would be far better 
i given in an authoritative statement from 
a firm of accountants. 


COSTING STATEMENTS 


They did not, and could not insist on the 
production of costing statements, but their 
absence threw on the parties appearing 
before them a heavy responsibility for some 
other method of justifying prices than a 
costing statement, which was the accepted 
method in practically all industries of 
arriving at wholesale and retail prices. 

Mr. C. M. O'Kelly, managing director of 
Messrs. T. and C. Martin, Ltd., Dublin, 
said that prior to the tariff, his firm had 
imported all their flooring. Now they in- 
ported the boards and did the planing them- 
selves. That process involved a good deal 
of extra work here, but he thought that 
they had achieved in so many months that 
which it had taken other countries as many 
years to do. They got concessions from 
shipping lines for bringing in large quantities. 
They had a grievance with regard to the 
importation of the small parcels of timber 
being imported from Sweden and being 


taken directly to the builders, thereby ob- 
viating cost of handling and storage. They 
had a tentative arrangement with the Southern 
Association in regard to prices. The Chair- 
man said that anything in the nature of 
price-fixing, necessarily was a cause of un- 
easiness to the general public. The Com- 
mission took it for granted that when 
witnesses representing an association which 
engaged in price-fixing came before them, 
its activities were actuated by motives. td 
which the public would take no exception. 


COMPETITORS GO 


The witness said that the Association 
took into consideration their overhead 
charges, and what, having regard to the 
market, would be a reasonable profit. Two 
leading firms from Belfast had entered the 
Free State market, but both had now closed 
down their premises, He did not think that 
the average profit would be more than fiv: 
per vent. The balance sheets showed that 
the timber trade did net look like a profit- 
able business. 

Senator Johnson said that it was asserted,

Not a great many successés came his way 
at Liverpool, and his most notable wins there 
were in the Bechers, which he took three 
years running on Thomond II., on whom 
he finished third in the Grand National last 
month and last year.

rhachines, the differential analyser, 
which has been installed in the base- 
ment of the Physics Building of Manchester 
University to work out abstruse mathematical 
problems that occur in modern scientific re- 
search, was explained at the opening cere- 
mony by Professor D. R. Hartree, who was 
warmly congratulated on his enterprise in 
seeing the possibilities of the machine. 
Professor Hartree explained that differen- 
tial equations were mathematical formule ex-

‘tions. Some such equations could be solved 


by existing numerical tables, but an im- 
portant minority had in the past been 
soluble only by graphical methods, which 
were limited in scope and accuracy, or by 
increasingly laborious mental caleulation, the 
labour“ef which no one knew better than he, 
who had given thousands of hours to them. 
The machine meant not merely a saving of 
time, but also making possible many investi- 
ne which without it would be too 
aborious to be undertaken at all, 


USES OF MACHINE 


Professor Hartree explained in some de- 
tail the type of questions which might be 
put to the machine. 

One practical one on whieh he had heen 
working referred to the regulation of the 
temperature of a room by hot-water 
apparatus. The problem of what the temtera- 
ture of the room would be at a given 
moment involved the quantity and tempera- 
ture of the water, the initial temperature of 
the air in the room, and the length of time 
a given temperature was brought to bear on 
the air. If the machine was set in motion 
ana the pointer-arm at the “input” table 
guided along a curve jsupplying the known 
factors, the pencils on the other side of the 
machine ‘vould supply, in the form of a 
graph on the “output’’ table, the information 
required about the temperature of the room. 

The mathematician using the machine 
knows, of course, the formula by which the 
answer can be obtained, and it is merely toa 
eliminate the sheer Jabour of applying the 
formula (often enormoysly complicated) to 
different sets of figures that the machine is 
used. The mathematician draws a detailed 
diagram showing exactly bow each of the 
components of the intricate machine must be 
related to the others. From this the mechanic 
sets the machine, That may sometimes take 
a whole day, but once it is done the machine 
ean be used for an indefinite number of 
applications of the formula and the answer 
to each obtained in about a quarter of an 
hour; whereas, without the machine, eaeh 
might take weeks.

The be- 
ginning oí the Freudenau races is fixed 
for next Sunday. The Derby will be run on 
the 9th June (Whit Sunday), and on the 26th 
May there will be held quite a great sporting 
and society race, the climax of which will be 
the ‘‘ City of Vienna Prize.” 

From time immemorial this great and 
brilliant race has been a special society event, 
at which in former times the Court and the 
highest society of Vienna loved to appear 
The racing season, which lasts some months, 
developed, at the same time, into a world. 
renowned fashion review. And, even though 
certain changes have come about, in the 
course of the. years, it; is just the Vienna 
racing season that has retained the interest 
of € the world as a sporting and society 
event. . 


T racing season opens at Vienna with 


VIENNESE DERBY 

And once a year even the Viennese are 
faithless to their besetting passion; thev 
desert mountain and meadow, water and 
shore, and remain in Vienna, That is to say, 
that, af course, they do not stay at home: 
they turn their steps to what their grand- 
fathers would have considered a trip w the 
country—in a word, Derby Day is reserved 
for the Freudenau. Once in the year, too. 
even the man who is- indifferent to horse- 
racing is assailed by the feeling of a great 
novelty, a longing to be in the swim. During 
the weeks immediately preceding the Derby 
nobody can take a paper in his hand without 
reading of this great event in the Freudenau, 
and of the heroes concerned in it. 

Derby Day is the great day of the 
Freudenau. The Derby, and hence the 
Freudenau, constitutes the climax of summer 
life in society circles. The homely old race- 
course becomes the framework and the 

arade grounds for the display of summer 
ashions. And on these days the Freuden-Au, 
which at this season of the year stands in all 
the glory of its magnificent and unsurpassable 
beauty, is an arbour flooded with golden sun- 
shine. The lower Prater still remains an in- 
describably beautiful natural park : a blossom. 
a perfume, a verdure, such as it not to .be 
witnessed at any other time of the year. The 
fields are a shining carpet. The chestnut 
trees stand in the full light of their countless 
thousands of candles; lined with these beauti- 
ful chandeliers, the main avenue Jooks like 
the way of a royal procession. The view 
from the steps of the “ Lusthaus ” towards 
the town, with the perspective of converging 
trees, which at last combine to form a green 
wall, with the rising curve of the Hermanna- 
kogel over there in the far distarice—this 
vista is something truly incomparable. 
Nature has endowed this, which was once the 
quietest and loneliest part of the Prater, with 
something really gay. 


A FRIENDLY ELEMENT 


The friendly element of the water gives its 
peculiar character to the Freudenau. From 
old plans of the Prater, we learn that till 
the year 1830 the Freudenau was divided 
from the Prater by a broad arm of the 
Danube, was, indeed, itself one of the woods 
of the Danube. The giant trees of the 
Freudenau réminds us that here. in former 
days, there existed rich, untouched grounds 
and preserves for antlered stags, herds of 
deer and swarms of wild fowl. Maximilian 
H., who had magnificent hunting preserves 
laid out at Kaiser Ebersdorf, not so very far 
away, made of the Prater, by purchasing 
lands which did not already belong to him, 
one single run of game. Karl Vi. had the 
Lusthaus built in 1705, where those who 
took part in the hunt met and enjoyed them- 
selves, either before or after the chase. 

It- is characteristic of the power of 
metaphor in the vernacular of the Viennese 
that, of all the vanished courtly splendour 
nothing has remained but á single word, a 
name which is, indeed, of evil repute, And 
this is how it happened: Karl VI. had the 
Prater closed to the whole public. There was 
only one person who had the power to dis- 
pense favours and to decide who should be 
permitted, either in summer or winter. to go 
there and ride, drive, fell wood. hunt or fish, 
and that was the emperor's forester, Hans 
Bengel. He evidently did not stand high 
in the good books of the Viennese of those 
days; for what has alwhys been understood 
since then by the term a “ Bengel”’ is known 
to everyone , 


THE PRATER RE-OPENED 


Emperor Joseph Il. had the Prater thrown 
open once more. He had the Lusthaus trans- 
ported to its present site, and it was in his 
reign that a broad carriage road was: built 
into the Freudenau. The part between the 
first and the second randeau was only built 
in 1866 as an emergency building. This 
stretch of land was ‘tdned into a true 
Freudenau {amusement ground) during the 
months of the Vienna Congress. Then there 
were great hunting parties after the poor, 
tame Prater stags, which had at last become 
so “‘sociable’’ that they came down as far 
as the two cafés in the main avenue, to be 
fed by their friends. The greatest festival 
ever seen in the Freudenau was when the 
three allied emperors gave a feast on long 
tables, which, of course, developed into a 
patriotic acclamation of the good Emperor 
Franz, 

When the task of confining the wild. un- 
fettered Danube to a strictly defined hed, 
dammed with masonry, was started. that put 
an end to the wild charm of the Frendenau. 
Tt was its good fortune that its green 
meadows were transformed into the Viesna 
Jockey Club’s racecourse. Thereby the 
Freudenau became an emblem for genera- 
tions, a place for the pleasures of sports. 

How beautiful. in spring, are the glittering 
silver trees of the wooded shores, when the

A SERIOUS PROBLEM 


These figures show the great quantitative im- 
portance of this question of unemployment 
gmong young persons, which will come 
the International Labour Conference, open- 
ing on 4th June next, at Geneva. 

The especial seriousness of this problem is 
to be found in the particularily unfortunate 
consequences of continued idleness for young 
people mere than for older persons, If adults, 
after long years of work, are unable to face the 
difficulties’ of life; on the other hand, how 
can yo people: on their own resources 
successfully resist the demoralising effects of 
prolonged unemployment? 

In an endeavour to remedy ‘this 
situation, a large number of countries have 
taken various steps, which the I.L.0. analyses 
in’ the report prepared to serve as the ba 
of the discussions of the conference. 

This report has been drawn u 
the conference, if it wishes, can take definite 
decisions this year, as an exceptional measure 
omitting the usual double discussion pro- 
cedure. 


AMELIORATIVE MEASURES 


The I1.L.0. considers that the question can 
be more suitably dealt with by a recom- 
mendation than by a draft convention. 
of the measures to be taken to ameliorate 
unemployment among young persons do not 
appear to require that countries should under- 
take the mutual liabilities involved b 
international convention, but rather call for 
the pooling of experience gained with a 
view to determining the 
methods of dealing with the problem. 

Among these measures, the report of the 
{.L.0. pays particular attention to the follow- 
ing :—That the minimum age for leaving 
school and being admitted to employment 
should be fixed now at not less than fifteen 
years; the creation of an _ increased 
number of technical schools; the organisation 
of vocational training centres in public em- 
ployment agencies, or in connection with 
them; the establishment of recreational 
centres, physi.) training centres, 
rooms, etc., where young unemployed persons 
could pass their enforced leisure time. 

Where it is considered desirable to estab- 
lish employment centres for unemployed 
young persons, -the principal object of which 
is not to give vocational training, but to pro- 
vide work under conditions other than nor- 
mal conditions of employment, ‘adequate safe- 
uards should be adopted to prevent abuses.

THE OVERDRAFT 


In regard to the authorised overdraft, it 
had varied from £30,000 to £50,000, but the 
actual averag> daily overdraft never exceeded 
£19,000. The total interest paid on foot of 
the overdraft for the-nine months of its ex- 
istence—from dune, 1934, to March, 1935— 
had been only £576. At the end of March, 
1935, the overdraft had been cleared off, 68 
per cent. of the rates. had been lodged as 
compared with 52 per cent, in the previous 
year, and payments had been made in full 
to all public bodies, according to their de- 
mands. All other accounts had been paid, 
with the exception of a sum of money due 
to road contractors. This sum had not yet 
been definitely ascertained, but was approxi- 
ronald £6,000, for which funds were avail- 
able. 

The position, as now revealed, proved the 
sound financial position of Clare. Takin 
everything into actount, the position o 
affairs was very satisfactory, and reflected 
great credit on the officials of the Council and 
all concerned. 

Mr. C. Halpin (U.1.P.) said that. the state 
of the rate collection gave the lie to the 
allegation that certain members of the 
Council had been, by their speeches, advocat- 
ing non-payment of rates.

THE WHEAT POLICY 


The wheat policy of the Government was 
the most dangerous of all. The production of 
a commodity of which to-day there is an 
absolute surplus all over the world was not 
only dangerous, but foolishly dangerous, in- 
asmuch as it would diminish the productive- 
ness of. the soil to such a degree that it would 
leave it incapable of producing sufficient to 
provide for the upkeep of the people 

The live-stock industry had been destroyed 
in the sacred name of wheat, and the absence 
of a natural fertiliser for the land would leave 
its mark on the country for generations. The 
Government used the argument—in the hope 
of justifying the cattle tarifis—that: even if 
the tarifis were removed the quota system 
would still operate against the farmers. That 
was a pure fallacy. because the quota system 
ensures for the producer of live-stock a price 
over and above the cost of production.

NEW. BRITISH SCHOOL 


REGULATIONS 


SIXTH FORM GRANTS 
EXTENDED | 


Grants to secondary schools in respect of 
advanced courses are to be extended to all 
schools in England in receipt of direct grant. 
A draft of the revised regulations for 
secondary schools was circulated by the 
Board of Education yesterday. 


An accompanying circular stated that. the 


system,.in which for administrativ- purposes 
principles of the working of the advanced 
course came to be embodied, has proved to 
be to some extent at varience with the pre- 
sent tendencies towards experiment, freedom 
and individuality. 


The Board have decided to substitute for 


Article 20 an article under which grants will 
be payable on a capitation basis in respect of 
all recognised sixth form pupils in schools 
receiving direct grant. 

The proposed grant will be payable on a 
sliding scale of £160 for each of the first 
fifteen pupils, £12 for the next fifteen and 


£10 thereafter. 


An additional sum has been allocated to 


spread over a period of years’ loss, which 
some schools must suffer. 


The new reguiations, which take effect on 


August Ist, provide reduced sixth form 
grants to direct grant schools, in which no 
advanced courses have hitherto been recog- 
nised during the first two years The Board 
asks authorities to regulate admissions to 
ensure that classes shall be limited to thirty, 
and not to exceed thirty-five. —

He believed that if the root éf 
the present crisis was only the question of 
France and Germany coming to an under- 
standing then the crisis would have been 
overcome long ago. 


FRANCE AND GERMANY 


Hitler had» said many times before ‘and 


after the settlement of the Saar that there 
could not be any territorial differences be- 
tween France and Germany. Moreover, there 
were no economic rivalries between the two 
countries) The Germans recognised that the 
best commercial treaty was that which they 
had coneluded with France. Even those 


jermans who hated the French most 


respected them, and as hatred, like love, was 
a failing passion, it might not be difficult for 
the two countries to come to an understand- 
a a basis oí mutual respect. 

I 


evertheless, such an alhance could not 


be made to fall in with France's political 
aims. because France’ believed that such 
a political alliance could be directed against 
somebody else. What the French were look- 


ing for just now was the general peace of 
Europe. They considered it to be impossible 
to obtain peace in Europe if there was a 
guarantee of peace only in the West and if
